Only a last minute intervention 
by the League of California Cities 
prevented a sizable portion of the 
$90,000,000 desired by cities to be 
taken for a state construction pro- 
gram. 

The $154,000,000 state construc- 
tion program had already been 
presented before the 
yesterday and voting had begun on 
it when Richard Graves, league 
secretary, asked that he be heard. 
He told the legislaturers that this 
move would take $34,000,000 of the 
$90,000,000 desired by cities and 
counties with which to build 
sewers, improve major streets and 
construct storm drains. 

As a result of this intervention, 
the committee voted to postpone 
action until today. 

This is believed to be only the 
first attempt of the Warren ad- 
ministration to try and block the 
cities from receiving the $90,000,- 
000 surplus,

Califcrnia one of the great cen- 
ters of electrical living. Over the 
years since that time, the employ- 
ment expanded until the Ontario 
works became the largest flatiron 
factory in the world. 

When World War II broke out, 
the G-E Ontario works went. into 
high-gear war production. Lines 
that had taken years to build had 
to be ripped out bodily, and output 
of vital war equipment swelled. 
| No one can say that the men and 
women of G-E Ontario works did

Reconversion began in the sum- 
mer of 1944 at the specific request 
of the government.
